WHAT THE WILD WAVES ARE SAY- 
ING. 


However disappointed some of our read- 
ers may be, they cannot be surprised, for 
the result of the election does not vary 
one shadow from the forecast made by the 
Post-Dispatcu some time ago. In review- 
ing the result of yesterday, we could use 
the very words used in anticipation and 
prediction of it. 

Hancock has a popular majority, but 
Garfield has a large majority of the elec- 
toral votes. 

Hancock has carried every so-called 
Southern State and California and New 
Jersey.. Garfield carried every Northern 
State but two. The majorities in Colorado, 
California, Connecticut, Maryland and 
Indiana, however, are small. Even in New 
York the majority is not large if the im- 
mense total—about 1,200,000—is consid- 
ered. 

The Senate will be Republican by the 
casting vote of the Vice-President, pre- 
cisciyas the Post-Dispatcn predicted. 
The Democrats lose the seats of Kernan, 
of New York; Eaton, of Connecticut; Wal- 
lace, of Pennsylvania: Randolph, of New 
Jersey, in addition to those of 
Thurman, of Ohto, and McDonald, 
of Indiana. If Mahone, of Virginia, 
goes over to the Republicans, which is 
more than likely, they will have a majority 
of twointhe Senate without the casting 
vote of Vice-President Arthur. 

The House will be very close. Tue Dem- 
ocrats gain three seats in New York and 
one in Pennsylvania, but the Republicans 
gain one in Massachusetts, one in Virginia, 
one in Wisconsin, one in Louisiana, one 
in Tennessee, one in Minnesota, two in 
Iowa, one in Mississippi, at least two in 
Missouri and a few more in other 
States, enough to give them a small 
majority. 

In Tennessee it is possible that the Re- 
publicans may have elected their candidate 
for Governor, owing to the Democratic 
split on the question of repudiating the 
State debt. Itis also more than possible 
that the Republicans and Repudiation or 
bolting Democrats may jointly have a 
majority in the Legislature, and defeat the 
regular Democratic nominee for U. S. 
Senator. 

In Virginia the Readjuster or Mahone 
faction was badly beaten by the regular 
Democracy. 

In Florida, which was regarded as the 
most doubtful of the Southern States, the 
Democrats made a clean sweep. 

In Missouri the Democratic majority 
will be less than in 1876. The Green- 
backers polled quite a large vote, 
perhaps §0,000. WaddiLl, Craig, 
Mansur and Crisp-Allen are probably de- 
feated. There is no doubt about the elec- 
tion of Clardy, Allen, Davis, Clark, Phit- 
lips, Buckner and Bland. There is some 
doubt about Frost and Hatch,but they will 
probably pull through.

ONE reverend gentleman in New York

In announcing the meeting of the Women’s 
Missionary Society, to take place at the 
Broadway Tabernacle this week, Dr. How- 
ard Crosby, Chancellor of the New York 
University, said last Sunday, after com- 
menting on the work done by the society: 
‘‘] cannot refrain in this connection from 
referring to an unholy woman of shame 
who has come to this city to flaunt herself 
on a public stage. I hope none will so de- 
grade themselves as to encourage her im- 
moralities in any way.’’ This is 
precisely the sort of advertising 
that the managers of tlhe French actress 
covet. 
her in the churches there will be a great 
rush to see the woman who is so sinful as 
to be phenomenal. Dr. Crosby is probably 
aware of the fact that there are scores of 
women on the stage in this country who 
are no better than Bernhardt, and a good 
many who are worse. If artistic people 
who have fractured the Ten Command- 
ments are to be stoned to death the doctor 
should use up the home supply before 
commencing on our foreign visitors. There 
is a distinguished theologian in Brooklyn, 
under the very guns of Dr. Crosby, whose 
reputation for chastity is no better than 
Bernhardt’s, and it wouldn’t be a bad idea 
fof the Women’s Missionary Society to 
sacrifice him by way of establishing a 
reputation for impartiality. 


CuHaca, the Governor of the Whydahs, 
a wild tribe on the west coast of Africa, is 
dead. His obsequies are to be celebrated 
after the most approved.W hydah style, the 
ceremonies involving the slaughter of two 
hundred captureeé chiefs of neighboring 
tribes. Mourning cards have been sent 
out to all the friends of the defunct Chaca, 
including the English Governor at Cape 
Town, to be present at the holocaust. The 
Englishman, has pleaded a pressure 
of former engagements, and hence 
the funeral will have to go on without him. 
It. will take four months to conclude the 
services entirely, and if the captives give 
out war will have to be made upon the 
neighboring tribes to get more victims. It 
is rumored that the civilities extended to 
the English were interested in their na- 
ture, because the new King had hoped that 
they would bring several hundred Bald 
Basutos with them to the funeral 
board, as a tribute of respect to the recent 
Chaca. Carlyle says that in the great 
economy of nature it doesn’t matter 
whether a king dies ora gnat, but down 
on the west coast of Africa the general 
public prefers a gnat—which is quite 
gnatural,
